Claim 1 (currently amended): A system for pr oviding ino o ntive n delivering shoppin g 
incentives todividi"»v ™«tnmized to iafluencg each customer for products having 
machine readable codes [[,]] where said incentives are generated by a plurality of 
inde pendently r om petine man u facturer controlled dynamic incentive offer engines th a t 
fi,rther gustomizg each incentive to meet the m an u factures objectives, and where the 
in centives are presented to the customer at the time a purchase decision is being made, 

said system comprising: 

a. a wireless device having a scanning means usable by the shopper to read the 

machine readable codes; 

b. a processing application having stored data relating to determining [[an]] a 
customer behavior custom i?ed shopping incentive for the shopper; 

c. said wireless device having a first communication means for communicating the 
machine readable code and shopper information to said processing application; 

d. « plurality of inde pendently competing manufacturer controlled dynamic

incentives to be redeemed wdoomod inoontiveo to said processing application. 

Claim 2 (original): The system according to claim I, wherein said scanning means 
comprises a bar code scanner and said machine readable codes are selected from the 
group consisting of universal product code bar codes, one dimensional bar codes, two 
dimensional bar codes, reduced space symbology, and composite symbology.. 

Claim 3 (original): The system according to claim 1, wherein said first communication 
means, said fourth communication means, and said sixth communication means 
comprises wireless communication methods as selected from the group consisting of 
cellular communications and radio frequency communications. 
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Claim 4 (currently amended): The system according to claim 1 , wherein said stored 
data relating to determining [[an]] g cummer behavior customized shopping incentive is 
comprised of a combination ofdaja iflcjudingjl least one of past shopping history of the 
shopper, a plurality of first products scanned within a product category, a plurality of past 
products purchased with incentives, and [[/or ]] a plurality of ^incentives redeemed. 

Claim 5 (original): The system according to claim 1 , wherein said second 
communication means, and said third communication means are computer connections 
selected from the group consisting of local area network, wide area network, the internet, 
online network, direct modem, cellular communications and radio frequency 
communications. 

Claim 6 (original): The system according to claim 1 , wherein said fifth communication 
means comprises a display that dynamically renders bar codes and is scannable by the bar 
code reader of the point of sale system. 

Claim 7 (original): The system according to claim 1, wherein said fifth communication 
means comprises a wireless communication with the point of sale system using short 
range wireless methods selected from the group consisting of radio frequency and 
infrared. 

Claim 8 (original): The system according to claim 1, wherein said wireless device 
further comprises global positioning system circuitry. 

Claim 9 (currently amended): A method for providing on incentiv e delivering 
shopping incentives individually cus tomized to influence each customer to a shopper of a 
product having a machine readable r.n<te where said incentives are generated by a 
plurality of independently competing manufacturer controlled dynamic incentive offer 
engines that further customize each incentive to m eet the manufacturer's objectives, and 
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where fee incentives a- T"™*« "> the cu3tomer at ^ Ume * * 
being made, said method comprising the steps of: 

a. providing a wireless device having a scanning means usable by the shopper; 

b. reading the machine readable code by the wireless device; 

c. providing a processing application having stored data relating to a consumer 
influence profile for the stopper ed consumer influence profile comprisin g 
gisto mer beha vior data; 

d. communicating the machine readable code and shopper information to said 
processing application from said wireless device; 

e. evaluating said machine readable code and shopper information to determine said 
consumer influence profile by said processing application; 

f. providing a plurality of comp e titiv e independently competing manufacture! 
controlled dynamic incentive offer engines each having o moano of determin i n g 
on inoontiv o b u se d on nniri BSBflwmer mfltwnee prnfilw manufacturer controlled 
lo gic of a computer implemented process t f hat creates a customized incentive

I. communicating said the selected incentives to be redeemed to a point of sale 

system from said wireless device; and 
m. communicating said the selected incentives to be redeemed to said processing 

application from said wireless device. 

Claim 10 (original): The method according to claim 9, wherein said step.of 
communicating the machine readable code and shopper information to said processing 
application from said wireless device is performed by wireless communication means. 

Claim 11 (currently amended): The method according to claim 9, wherein said step of 
communicating said shop per infor mation including data that comprises a consumer 
influence profile to said plurality of ee mpctitive independently competing manufacturer 
controlled dynamic incentive offer engines from said processing application is performed 
by the processing application connected to each of the incentive offer engin es said 
competitive inoontivo offer engine - via a method selected from the group consisting of 
local area network, wide area network, the internet, online network, direct modem, 
cellular communications and radio frequency communications. 

Claim 12 (currently amended): The method according to claim 9, wherein said step of 
communicating the- said shopping incentives to said processing application from said 
plurality of gempetteve independentl y competing manufacturer controlled dynamic 
incentive offer engines is performed by each of t he competitive incentive offer engine 
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engines connected to the processing application via a method selected from the group 
consisting of local area network, wide area network, the internet, online network, direct 
modem, cellular communications and radio frequency communications. 

Claim 13 (currently amended): The method according to claim 9, wherein said step of 
communicating said shopping incentive to said wireless device from said processing 
application is performed by wireless communication means. 

Claim 14 (currently amended): The method according to claim 9, wherein said step of 
communicating said selected incentive to a point of sale system from said wireless device 
is accomplished by dynamically rendering and displaying bar codes on the wireless 
device which are then read by the bar code scanner of the point of sale system. 

Claim 15 (currently amended): The method according to claim 9, wherein said step of 
communicating said selected incentive to a point of sale system from said wireless device 
is accomplished with the point of sale system via wireless communication means. 

Claim 16 (currently amended): The method according to claim 9, wherein said step of 
communicating said selected incentives to be redeemed to said processing application 
from said wireless device is accomplished with the processing application via wireless 
communication means. 
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
